October presentation 

Joseph Wright was probably the best engraver to work 
on United States coins before Augustus Saint-Gaudens 
produced his double eagle in 1907. 

Wright died in the yellow fever epidemic of 1793, but 
he left behind three masterpieces - the incomparable 
1792 pattern quarter and the 1793 Liberty Cap cent 
and half cent. 

This presentation includes information about: his 
parents and why his mother learned to sculpt wax, 
how his mother who lived in London may have been 
a spy for the Colonies Joseph’s travels to America that 
ended in shipwreck and evidence that his wife Sara 
may have been the model for the 1792 quarter pattern 

September presentation 

Lured by tales of riches in the gold fields of Califor¬ 
nia, 60 adventurers left Columbus on April 2, 1849 on 
a perilous journey by steamboat and covered wagon. 
Before leaving, one group of argonauts struck their 
own pattern $5 gold pieces. 

Gerry Tebben gave a presentation about the gold seek¬ 
ers and how they fared. Every person attending was 
given a 40-page booklet containing the diary of one of 
the men, Dr. Charles E. Boyle.

The show was an outstanding success. Bourse 
Chair Evan Brill said attendence was about 1,200, 
including paid admissions, club members and 
dealers — up nearly 100 from last year. He said 
234 were new registrants. 

He said 77 tables were sold, up from 73 last 
year. “We’re going to sell out twice next year,” he 
predicted. 

While the numbers aren’t final, it looks like the 
show took in $29,000, up from $26,800 last year, 
for a profit this year of about $9,000. 

The raffle bought in $2,256. Hugh Mann won 
a prize of $50 for selling the most tickets. John 
King, who was in charge of the raffle, said, “We 
tried our best to catch everybody.” 

President Charles Caldwell thanked Evan and 
Nancy Brill for their contribution to the club. 
“Without Evan and Nancy, 1 don’t think this show 
would go off like it does, ” Charles said.
